The 
freighter sank almost immediately, 
he added. 

Escaping from the amidships 
house, the deck cadet jumped over- 
board and later climbed on a life 
‘raft, carrying about 20 men. A 
naval ship picked them up an hour 
later. 

Hotter Than Hades. 
“Tt was hotter than hades on the 
raft,” said Leonard, who escaped 
with minor arm burns. “The wind 
kept changing, bringing the blaz- 
ing oi] nearer, and then blowing 
it away from us. I heard some 
men yelling as they struggled in 
the oil, but we could not help 
them.” 
A messman, Martin Varnell, 30, 
of Houston, Texas, was asleep. 
Awakened by a shipmate, he fled 
from his smoke-filled quarters to 
the deck and started toward the 
lifeboats, only’ to discover they 
were afire from flaming gasoline 
scattered by the explosion. 
“TI saw three men dead on the 
poop deck,” Varnell related. “I 
believe they were Navy gunners. 
One had his arms and legs blown

Varnell leaped over the side and 
swam for more than an hour be- 
fore he was rescued by a Coast

Argentina Ends 
Congress, Gags

BUENOS AIRES, June 6.—(#)— 
General Arturo Rawson's revolu- 
tionary government tonight de- 
creed the dissolution of the Are 


.gentine congress, and also display- 


ed an anti-Communist character 
by ordering the police to suppress 
any Communist statements and to 
close down the Communist news- 
| paper La Hora, 

The action against .the congress 
occurred after a long meeting 
among Rawson and his new min- 
isters, most of them military offi- 
cials. All the men who overthrew 
President Ramon Castillo Friday 
are to take their oaths of office 
tomorrow, 

(Rawson's dissolution of 
congress was not immediately 
explained through the Argen- 
tine censorship. It was a 
more drastic step than any 
taken by the deposed Castillo 
regime, which was backed by 
the senate but opposed by the 
chamber majority of Radicals 
and Socialists who fought 
Castillo’s isolationist 
‘and his ‘Maintenance of: 
matic relations with thé 
Axis.) . 

Assures Americas. 

Earlier, sources which are con- 
sidered reliable had said that Gen- 
eral Rawson had assured other 
hemisphere governments that he 
would follow a policy of close 
Pan-American co-operation. 

(This in itself did not give 
any clue to Rawson's inten- 
tions, since Castillo’s regime 
also maintained that it was 
following such a policy, even 
though that course allowed 
Axis agents to use Argentina 
as a listening post and intel- 
ligence center against the 
United Nations). 

Two Resign. 

It was reported that the only 
two civilians in Rawson’s cabinet, 
Jose Maria Rosa, finance minis- 
ter, and Horace Calderon, justice 
minister, had handed in their res- 
ignations tonight. 

The action against the Commu- 
nists today was taken after author- 
ities declared that that group was 
preparing a secret political state- 
ment, and La Hora was closed 
after its morning edition carried a 
forthright plea for restoration of 
constitutional rights, for diplo- 
matic relations between Argentina 
and Russia, and for a pledge to 
join the United Nations. 

Fourteen persons were arrested 
at La Hora’s offices. Other news- 
papers did not comment on ap- 
pointments in the hew government 
which took over from the isola- 
tionist Castello regime. 

Ultra-Right?

hay fever sufferers wherever it grows, may 
prove to be of real commercial value to the 


nation at large and provide a new cash crop. 


for Georgia farmers. 


Deprived of our usual supply of natural 
rubber and forced to turn to the synthetic 
article,.experts have been experimenting with 
‘the entire list of plants indigenous to the Unit- 
ed States to find one that will produce a sub- 
stitute for the product of the rubber tree in 
such quantity as to make its cultivation and 
processing profitable. 


While goldenrod grows wild in nearly every 
state of the nation and apparently under ad- 
verse conditions in some sections, the Federal 
Agricultura] Department announces an experl- 
ment to determine how much rubber can be 
produced from the plant, to be carried out in 
several southeastern states, also in Texas and 
California. Purpose of the plantings is to find 
the best locations, soil types and methods of 
growing rubber-producing goldenrod; to obtain 
information as to possible yields and to harvest 
a supply for testing extraction methods and 
the properties and uses of the rubber product. 

It is evident Georgia is favored as a loca- 
tion for the production of goldenrod, for the 
largest of the experimental projects is a 550- 
acre tract near Waynesboro, where the plant- 
ing has been completed. Farm machine manu- 
facturers are perfecting a combine to strip 
the leaves from the stalks so they may be sent 
to New Orleans, where a research laboratory 
will extract the juices to make rubber. 


It is understood the entire project is ex- 
perimental, but the agricultural experts appear 
to have great faith in it. If a high quality of 
rubber can be produced from goldenrod the 
way will be open for the farmers of Georgia 
to grow another crop that will bring ready 
cash.

A few years ago advertisements appeared 
in some publications which promised highly 
increased mileage on a gallon of gasoline 
when the devices or chemicals advertised were 
used. Apparently there was no sound basis for 
the claims; the advertisements have disap- 
peared and government rationing of gasoline 
is based on an average of 15 miles to the 
gallon. 

But there is hope for the future—after the 
war. The internationally known and reputable 
firm of E. I. DuPont de Nemours & Company, 
which has developed and is now producing 
many of the wonders of today’s industry, says 
it will give autdmobile owners 40 miles to the 
gallon. The only hitch is that we cannot have 
it until the war has been ended.

Very small quantities of 
lead tetraethyl, a chemical compound, added 
to regular gasoline, is the magic potion that 
will almost triple the mileage per gallon.

WASHINGTON PARADE

TRIBUTE TO VINSON WASHINGTON, June 6.—Apropos 
of the statement the other day by 


War Mobilization Director James F. Byrnes that new launchings 

this year will give the Navy double its pre-Pearl Harbor tonnage, 

Secretary of the Navy Knox has gone out of his way to pay an 
unusual tribute to the one member of con- 
gress who, above all others, is more respon- 
sible for the great shipbuilding program now 
bearing handsome fruit. 

Secretary Knox expressed no hesitancy in 
declaring that Representative Carl Vinson, of 
Georgia, chairman of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, deserves credit as the father of the 
seven-ocean navy the United States is now 
rushing to completion. 

It was Vinson’s foresight, perseverance and 
influence that enabled the Navy to be already 
embarked on its program for getting ready for 
war at the time of Pearl Harbor, Mr. Knox 

> conceded. But for this our preparation would 
ge si have been delayed for several years. 

The Chicago Daily News, which is published by the Navy de- 
partment head, recently carried this quoted statement as coming 
from the cabinet officer: 

“T have always found in Chairman Vinson one of the most 
constructive and able associates in the task of building a great 
new fleet to meet the present emergency. His knowledge of the 
Navy is comprehen#ive and his approach to naval problems is 
alwavs constructive. 

“The Navy has never appealed to Mr. Vinson in vain.” 


27 YEARS ON COMMITTEES The Knox rating of the Geor- 
gia 


congressman is_ shared 
not only by high ranking officials of the Navy Department, but also 
by his colleagues in congress. For some years now he has held 
the undisputed position as the leading naval authority in congress, 
a reputation gained from 27 years’ service as a member of the 
naval committee and its chairman since 1931. 

All of this seems to call for a review of Mr. Vinson’s activities 
in behalf of the Navy. It is not often that a cabinet officer singles 
out a member of congress for such high praise. 

As far back as 1933 the Georgia congressman, whose home 
at Milledgeville is the center of a landlocked district, saw his 
chance to restore the Navy to some of its lost prestige. Treaty 
limitations had crippled its development and pacifist opponents 
had held down appropriations for new vessels. The shallow think- 
ing of some of our government heads was causing the Navy to 
dissolve into rust. 

Vinson seized on the old National Industrial Recovery Act as 
vehicle for making the first start toward building up the Paes 
At his insistance there was incorporated into that act a prov ision 
giving the President authority to build new ships. 


TO PROVIDE JOBS The intent of the original measure, 
passed during the early days of the first 


Roosevelt administration, was to defeat the depression by creating 
jobs for the unemployed. Vinson figured that building ships made 
jobs at the shipyards and improved our Navy as well. 

Before he got through with the idea President Roosevelt had 
allocated $209,000,000 of the recovery funds to the Navy for ship- 
building purposes. Out of it came two aircraft carriers, a heavy 
cruiser, three light cruisers, 20 destroyers, four submarines, and 
two gunboats—or a total of 120,000 tons of combat vessels. 

It was the first time in more than a dozen years that congress 
or the administration had taken a forward step in building up 
the Navy. 


WROTE NEW BILL a this was only the beginning for 


inson. A year later, with the Presi- 
dent’s blessing, he and Admiral Emory S. Land, then chief of the 
Navy Bureau of Construction, put their heads together ard wrote 
a new bill, which authorized bringing thé Navy up to the 5-5-3 
treaty strength. The bill as finally passed came to be known as 
the Vinson-Trammel act, but it was the Georgia congressman's 
baby from the start. 

What the legislation authorized was a combat strength of 
1,692,068 tons. Between this program and the earlier recovery 
funds the Navy was kept busy on a leisurely peacetime schedule 
of construction until war clouds began to look ominous in 1938. 

The next year when it became apparent that Japan was ignor- 
ing the treaty limitations the Navy in collaboration with Mr. 
Vinson initiated the first of the new expansion bills. One by one 
these were put through the house by the Georgia member with a 
record of never having been defeated on any single major under- 
taking. + ' 


FIVE TIMES GREATER The result is today that our author- 


ized naval tonnage is some five 
times greater than it was back in 1934. What this means in the 
actual number of ships is a naval secret that officials won’t disclose, 
but the Byrnes statement of the other day shows the magnitude 
and the foresight of our operations: More ships will go to the 
Navy this year than it totaled at the time of Pearl Harbor. 

More than any other member of congress Tojo has Representa- 
tive Vinson to thank for this. Had we lagged along in our naval! 
preparations as we did in other military categories during the 
peaceful era before the storm it is impossible to exaggerate the 
sad plight the country would have been in today. Japan, in 
violation of her solemn treaty commitments, was quietly building 
every warship she could all the while. 


NOW READY A few foresighted men in the administration 
and in congress suspected what they were about 
and began to project offset programs. The fruits of these programs 
are just coming on. You don’t build a battleship in a day or in a 
year. It takes three years at best. If we had waited unti! Pear! 
Harbor it would have been 1945. before we could make any sort of a 
showing. As it is, we are now ready to take the Japs on in their 
own waters.

NOT VICTORY GARDENS There exists an amazing lack of 
knowledge, on the part of the 


average city dweller, as to what sort of a job is the business of 
farming. (I am talking about the man we know as the farmer— 
not the large corporation farm or plantation.) 

I think, from a few conversations, that a 
great many persons look upon a farm as a sort 
of glorified .victory garden. It is something 
which can be done more or less casually. 

There have been too many magazine covers 
of sleek mules, fat cows and well-manicured 
fields. There never is the smell of sweat and 
the feeling of weariness and of futility which 
a farmer invariably gets. 

There is no hint of the diseases that chicke- 
ens, pigs, sheep, cows and horses fall heir to; 
there is no hint of what a drouth will do to a 
crop; there is no indication of what a sudden 
spurt of boll weevils will do to cotton. 

The farmers wage a constant and unending 
battle against weevils, borers, worms, bugs, 
beetles. He also must wage war against the 
unpredictable. He may come in at night. look- 
ing up at a sky copper and dry for weeks on 
weeks, and know that he has lost a crop. He 

may find rain falling in great deluges day after day. washing out 
another crop. He may plant too soon, or too late. He may en- 
counter freeze or wind or hail. 

He has been caught for a long time in the vise between labor 
and industry. Both of them are prote¢ted. He is not. His credit, 
until the government came along, was almost impossible to get 
unless he had cotton in some relativefy large acreage. 

If he were a small farmer, tenant or cropper, he was sunk. No 
one wanted him to be anything but what he was, a ready supply 
of cheap labor to be given no written lease and to be abused and 
cheated. There were exceptions, but that was the rule. 

The farmer—the man trying to farm from 40 to 150 acres—has 
been waging a losing fight for too long a time. Experts have dis- 
cussed him. Experts have tried to help him. He is a little suspi- 
cious: of help because he learned long ago that those who wanted 


to help him usually wanted something out of him. 
The government came along with credit. There were 


CREDIT | 

not any protests against it at the time. Now one is 
likely to hear the word “socialism” mentioned. But, it is well to 
remember it wasn't socialism and government credit came into 
being only because there was a need and a demand for it. 

It is well to keep things like that in mind. There is sure to be 
a growing discussion about the new social security plans. There 
is just no chance for them to become a law unless there is enough 
pressure from the public. 

But, to get back to the farmer, he still is in trouble. He is get- 
ting blamed for the high prices of food. There are those saying 
the farmer is greedy. 

Well, you can’t tell him that. He saw what happened in cab- 
bages. He was getting less than $100 per ton. He sold for that and 
watched his cabbages go on up the line until finally they came 
to the market for retailers at more than $500 per ton. 

The farmer (and I put this in just for the interest of those who 
are inclined to grow angry when they find some radical change 
thrust upon them), is becoming angry about the middle men. He 
wants to know why he couldn't organize and sell the cabbages in 
a manner which would eliminate so much Fandling and so many 
price increases which give profits to a lot of persons who didn't 
have anything to do with growing the cabbages. (You may sub- 
stitute tomatoes or beans or any other crop in season.) 

I am not angry.. The farmer is. I am just reporting it. One 
of these days there will be a radical change and it will seem to 
many persons to be a sudden decision in which the state or the 
federal government has acted. Little things, piled slowly on top of 
one another across a great many yeurs, bring the “sudden changes.” 

The farmer remains suspicious and resentful and he has reason 
to be. J 


RATIONING BOARDS Rationing is being taken by the 

) farmer in good spirit. He is “mad,” 
as we say, about part of it. He can’t figure it out as making sense 
and your farmer is a great hand at figuring whether or not things 
make sense. That is why he is a conservative. 

I never have understood why business was so dul! as to fail 
to really join up with the farmer. That would provide a political 
bloc which would be impossible to overcome. Both industry and 
business have gone along for years letting the farmer get it in the 
neck. There are occasional civic club luncheons to which the farm- 
er and the businessman sit down together. There are occasional 
awards from business. There are even a few wide-awake bankers 
and businessmen who see what could be done. But for the most 
part the farmer has been a pleasant fellow, celebrated in legend 
and generally regarded as the back-bone of the country. It was 
not necessary to do anything for him. 

The farmer is angry right now at one phase of rationing. 

He has to get gas for his tractor from one rationing board. 

He has to get gas for his trucks from another rationing board. 

He has to get his heavy machinery from still another. 

He can’t understand why one board can’t do it all. 

I don’t think anyone is particularly to blame for it. Rationing 
came ina hurry. The blame lies in not correcting it now. 

Also, the farmer is cursed with some phonies in his profession, 
or job, just as are the rest of us. That has hurt, 

Meanwhile, the farmer goes along waging war against the 
weather, against pests, varmints, disease, and, worst of all, against 
an economic system which throws two strikes across the plate be- 
fore he gets started. He isn’t protected. Tariffs and contrscts pro- 
tect others. He lacks capital and one must have capital to farm. 

The farmer isn’t running a victory garden such as you have in 
your back yard. He isn’t happy and he is slowly piling oné little 
thing on top of another. He my turn out to be not nearly so con- 
servative as once he was.

Haegs Hopes 


To Enter One 


Swede Expects To Run 
in A. A. U. Event, Even 
If Not in Shape. 


By HAROLD CLAASSEN. 

NEW YORK, June 6.—(4)— 
Gunder Haegg, the swift Swede, 
arrived in New York today with a 
toothy grin, an Alaskaa gold nug- 
get as a good luck charm a.d a 
violinist’s haircut, only to lose 4 
pair of dashes to Greg Rice, the 
United States exponent «’ middle 
distance running. 


Haegg, who owns seven world 
records from 1,500 to 5,000 meters, 
appeared drawn as he stepped 
down from the airplane although 


his top running weight following 
the four-week ocean trip on a 
tanker which ended at New Or- 
leans late yesterday. 

He was met at the airport by 
Rice and members of the Swedish 
consulate. The two athletes took 
a couple of turns about the plane 
for the benefit of photographers 
with Rice winning both. 

Haegg, who pronounces his name 
as though he were an Englishman 
ordering an egg for breakfast, 
hopes to remain in this country 
until September. During his stay 
he will oppose a number of the 
United States’ best i:unners in a 
series of races for the benefit of 
the Army Air Force Aid Society. 


READY BY JUNE 20. 


Through an interpreter the ath- 
lete, whose English vocabulary 
consists only of “okay,” said he 
thought it would require seven 
weeks for him to hit his peak form 
but that he was determined to 
compete in at least one race at 
the national A. A. U. champion- 
ships here on June 19 and 20. 

He added he was unable this 
early to say which race that would 
be but later declared he preferred 
longer races when not in the best 
of condition, an _ indication he 
might oppose Rice at 5,000 meters 
on June 20 instead of Gil Dodds, 
of Boston, in the 1,500 meter on 
June 19. 

During the léng voyage, the first 
week of which was marked by 
storms and the last three by in- 
tense heat, Haegg worked out on 
a special steel track which meas- 
ured 400 yards. He ran little more 
than a mile each day but his 
weight zoomed from 150 to 155. 

He packs that weight on a loose- 
jointed 5-foot ll-inch frame that 
is topped off with a heavily lined 
face which is centered about a 
pair of piercing brown eyes. 

HOLDS RECORD. 


In answer to the inevitable ques- 
tion concerning the four-minute 
mile, Haegg replied that he 
thought the venture possible but 
that he felt he did not have the 
equipment for the task. He low- 
ered the record to 4:04.6 a little 
less than a year ago. 

Of his seven records, the Gaevle 
fireman is proudest of the clock- 
ing of 3:45.8 for the 1,500 meters. 

“All my records will be —— 
sometime, but I am certain at 
I will not improve them. I am 
past my peak—after all, I am 24 
and at that age a man becomes a 
sports writer, not a sports com- 
petitor,” he added with a Swedish 
wink.

NEW YORK, June 6.—(INS)—The orbits of that great kid, Nile 
Kinnick, remembered something he said when he received the Heisman 
trophy, two years before Pearl Harbor. 

“I’m glad I’ve done my warring on the gridirons of the middle 


west instead of on the battlefields 


of Europe. I believe that nearly 


every football player in the country would rather win a varsity 
letter than the Croix de Guerre,” Kinnick told his New York Down- 


town A. C. audience. 

That is what all but a few 
Americans felt at that stage of 
the European war. 

But Nile Kinnick was destined 
to die in hervic action in the 
service of his country. When it 
became our war it became his 
war, for he typified the intelli- 
gent, healthy young American 
boys who were ready and will- 
ing to give everything they had, 
aS soon as the war got personal. 

Kinnick died on an American 
aircraft carrier. The  circum- 
stances cannot be told at this time. 
He didn’t want this war, but once 
it reached us he gave his life to- 
ward the general aim of stopping 
the conflict—and restoring an 
America where such things as 
football awards are important. 

Nile Kinnick was right, that 
night at the Heisman dinner. If 
enough people in the world be- 
lieved in the same thing, Nile Kin- 
nick and a lot like him would be 
alive today. 

When wars come it is popular 
to scoff at the things the sports 
world hold dear: The titles, the 
trophies, the champions, the goals. 
And yet these things stand for 
life, for liberty, for health of mind 
and body. Intrinsically, a_ foot- 
ball letter will always be more 
important to an American than 
a Croix de Guerre for one is of 
the realm of freedom and peace 
and the other is of the realm of 
destruction and death. 

Destruction and death wasn't 
Nile Kinnick’s realm. A dozen 
f.ne careers awaited him, for he 
was a brilliant scholar as well 
as an outstanding football player. 
But when the chips were down 
hc was in there laying his life 
on the line—to stop a fight he 
didn’t start. 


We talked to Vern Stevens, of 
the St. Louis Browns, after the 
second game of the Browns-Yan- 
kees series. He had just made 
“four for four’—two home runs, a 
double and a single in four times 
at bat. His batting average had 
j-mped over the .380 mark, plac- 
ing him far out in front in the 
American League batting race. 

Stevens, who is 22, married and 
whose baby is 12 weeks old, is 
about to go into the Army. His 
Califé6rnia draft board issued his 
induction papers, but sent ‘hem 
on to a St. Louis draft board for 
re-issue and that gives the most 
successfu] hitter in baseball today 
a chance to get in about two 
weeks more of work.

Instructors will be Coach Henry 
Frnka, of Tulsa University, for 
football, and Ev Shelton of the 
University of Wyoming, for bas- 
ketball. Frnka’s Tulsa team won 
the Missouri Valley grid cham- 
pionship two years running and 
Shelton’s Wyoming quintet cap- 
tured this year's national basket- 
ball title. 

Romney was advised not to at- 
tempt his annual coaching school 
this year, because of the war, but 
he insisted it be tried. 

“It is difficult to tell just how 
we will come through this sum- 
mer’s experiment,” he said. 

“Some people have contended 
it is unwise to continue the school 
during war times for two reasons 
—the current de-emphasis on col- 
legiate sports caused by the exo- 
dus of men from American 
campuses, and the busy times 
which keep so many men occupied 
during the summer. 

“But we are continuing the 
school on the assumption that 
many new high school athletic di- 
rectors will want training and in- 
struction in the two most popular 
sports.

They can 
profit from such fine coaches as 
Frnka and Shelton.” 

The attendance, he believes, 
will show whether athletics really 
are in for de-emphasis, and if 
there’s still interest.

What a great many of our Army war leaders don’t seem to under- 
stand is that there is a mental or competitive side to sport as well 


| what the mental or competitive side means. 


| It only applies to those ‘in 
| Washington who mean extremely 
well, but apparently don’t happen 
' to know just what the inner mean- 
ing of competition is, 

To these, sport is nothing be- 
yond physical training or phys- 
ical fitness. Calisthenics, body 
development, intramurals, etc. 


To these, sport has nothing to 
do with self-reliance, quick think- 
ing under pressure, the lesson 
that comes from taking a beating 
and then storming back. 

No one in the Army ever un- 
derstood this better than Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur who 
once told me he would like to 
have 1,500 football players at 
West Point in his job of build- 
ing up officer material. 

“They know whet leadership 
means,” he said, “and they have 
learned how to keep on going 
from experience in hard compe- 
tition.’ 


The Football Need. 


This is why we need football 
beyond any other single game. 

There are other games that will 
give out just as much physical fit- 
ness—possibly better physical fit- 
ness, 

Such games as handball, one 
of the best of all conditioners, 
cross-country running, boxing, 
calisthenics, etc. 

But outside of boxing there is 
no other game that has football’s 
worth as a competitive sport. 


The Navy has a better slant on 
this situation than the Army has. 

Those colleges under Army con- 
trol will be out of luck, in this 
respect at least.

KKK Headquarters Here 
Denies Charge of 
UAW Chief. 


Charges in Detroit by R. J. 
Thomas, president of the United 
Automobile Workers, (CIO), that 
he had absolute evidence the re- 
cent strike in the Packard Motor 
Plant “was promoted by the Ku 
Klux Klan, or its successor body,” 
yesterday brought a quick denial 
from officials at national Klan 
headquarters here. 

“If other organizations in the 
United States had as many mem- 
bers on the many fighting fronts 
as we have today, the war would 
soon be over,” was @ie reply of J. 
Floyd Johnston, imperial] treasurer 
of the Klan. 

“It’s true we have quite an ac- 
tive lodge in Detroit, but our De- 
troit members, like the members 
of all other Klan lodges, are doing 
their all to help win this war. One 
of the cardinal principals of the 
Klan is to uphold the constitution 
of the United States, and we are 
bitterly opposed to any and all 
strikes at this time when our na- 
tion is in such a critical condi- 
tion.” 


Negroes Promoted. 

The Packard strike began Thurs- 
day, with war production about 35 
per cent restored Saturday. Union 
leaders have predicted that “al- 
most normal” production would 
resume today. According to the 
company, the _ strike occurred 
when white workers walked out 
after three Negro employes were 
promoted. 

Addressing a meeting of tee Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People in 
Detroit yesterday, Thomas said: 

“Just before this meeting, I 
came into possession of further 
and absolute evidence that the 
strike at the Packard Motor Com- 
pany, one of the most shameful 
exhibitions of this war, was in fact 
actively promoted, organized, and 
carried out by agents of the Ku 
Klux Klan, or its successor body 
in Detroit. 

“This evidence, together with 
that already in possession of the 
UAW-CIO, such as a formal invi- 
tation to Klansmen in Packard's 
plant, signed by the ‘Excelled- 
Cyclops’ and by mandate of the 
‘imperial wizard, to a meeting 
early in April convinces me that 
enemy agents are using this night- 
shirt Axis to do their work in the 
arsenal of democracy.” 

Number Suspended. 

Colonel Alonzo M. Drake, dis- 
trict supervisor of the Central Pro- 
curement Division of the Army 
Air Forces, revealed that an un- 
disclosed number of Packard 
workers, including one foreman, 
had been suspended from their 
jobs. Colonel Drake did not reveal 
their names. 

“The suspended men will have 

an opportunity to submit any facts 
in defense of mitigation of their 
participation in these work stop- 
pages which have made it impos- 
sible to supply engines for urgent- 
ly needed attack planes,” Colonel 
Drake said. — 

“Why, Thomas doesn’t even 
know the titles of the officers of 
the Klan,” the imperial treasurer 
said when his attention was called 
to the fact that Thomas had read 
a circular purportedly signed by 
the “Excelled Cyclops!”

WASHINGTON, June 6.—()— 
Raiding Japanese shipping off en- 
| emy-held Bougainville Islanc in 
| the Solomons, American fliers beat 
off heavy fighter plane opposition, 
|sank a destroyer and left a cargo 
| ship and corvette blazing in the 
sea. 

The Navy, announcing this to- 
day, said dive bombers, torpedo 
bombers and fighters joined in the 
raid and the furious air battle 
which dev eloped when enemy 
planes flew out in an unsuccessful 
effort to avert the attack. 

United States planes accounted 
for at least 15 of what the Navy 
described as a “large force of Jap- 
anese Zero fighters.” Three other 
enemy fighter planes were dam- 
aged. Four U. S. planes are miss- 
ing. 

While the air battle raged, 
Dauntless dive bombers and Aven- 
ger torpedo planes struck hard at 
the shipping.

Bombs struck squarely in some 
gun emplacements while others 
Dlasted buildings erected by the 
enemy on Kiska.

Washington has just ruled the Red Cross staff 
assistants are not eligible for extra shoe ration 
stamps. 

Red Crass nurses. however, and Red Cross 
nurses’ aides may qualify for special shoe stamps 
to purchase white nurses’ shoes providing the 
applicant has used her regular shoe ration cou- 
pon and no other shoe stamps are available for 
her use from a member of her family. 


In anticipation of the canning season now getting under way, 
OPA is increasing the allowable inventory for wholesalers. 

During June, they are allowed an inventory of four times 
the amount of business they did during April which was set as the 
base period. 

This working inventory for July has been set at five times the 
amount of business done during April; for August, five and one- 
half. and for September, six times that amount, OPA announced. 

If any wholesaler does not have enough ration points to buy 
this much stock, he can get a check for the difference by applying 
at his district OPA office. 


No Service Men Can Apply 
For Ration Book 3 Now 


The wife of a Marine Corps captain who is able to spend about 
half his time at home, called the Ration Counter yesterday to see 
if her husband should apply for his Number 3 ration book on the 
same card she is using. 

No, this captain must not apply on his wife’s card, or on any 
other application card now. No service man, even if he lives at 
home all the time, is supposed to apply for his new book now. 

Later in the summer, a plan will be set up whereby al! service 
men who are eligible for the books will be able to get them, but 
until then. none of them will get books.
